At any rato, the Indianapolis 
Journal, which has long been known as his 
personal organ, is fall of danunciation for 
the Cleveland Administration becauso it 
delayed enforcement of tho anti-Chinese 
act until tho Supreme Court had passed 
upon its conatitutionality, and full of de- 
manda that it shall carry it into eff ot in all 
its rigor, now that it has been declared 
valid. Outside tho sand lots of San Fran- 
cisco we have not found snywhere in the 
country auch an earnest desire for the en- 
forcement of tho law as animates Mr Har- 
tison’s organ. Apparently it will consider 
Mr Cleveland darolict if he does not pro- 
ceed to run up a bill of several million 
dollars without authority of law for the dee 
portation of the hundred thousand Chinose 
who would havo to be sent home.
